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EOREI  GIT  NEWS  ON  APPLES 

CENTRAL  EUROPEAN  -PPLS  SUPPLIES  IQw/-^  "  . 

Continental  European  markets  soon  will  be  bare  of  Central  European 
(pples,  according  to  information  cabled  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  by 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas,  Vienna.    Supplies  available  for  export  in 
the  most  important  surplus  producing  regions  are  now  exhausted,  or  nearly 
so.    American  apples  should  meet  relatively  small  competition  from  these" 
sources  in  German  and  Scandinavian  markets  during  the"  balance  of  the  season. 

In  Chechoslovakia,  where  production  this  year  has  been  estimated 
previously  at  not  more  than  half  as  large  as  last  year,  most  of  the  Crop 
has  already  been  exported  or  consumed.    The  remaining  stocks  were  estimated 
between  November  20  .and  25  at  approximately  250  carloads,  or  about  125,000 
bushels.    According  to  Commissioner  Haas  these  will  be  used  almost  entirely 
for  domestic  consumption,  and  there  will  be  -nractically  no  further  exoorts 
this  season. 

In  the  Province  cf  Bohemia,  where  by  far  the  largest  oart  oi  —  e 
export  crop  is  produced,  production  this  year  arrears  to  have  boon  somewhat 
better  man  tor  Czechoslovakia  as  a  whole,  being  estimated  at  only  35  per 
cent  less  than  last  year's  production  of  approximately  4,735,000  bushels. 
me  quality  of  the  crop  was  also  good.     In  Slovakia  and  Russian  Caroathia, 
botn  minor  producing  provinces,  production  this  year  was  estimated  at  20 
per  cent  less  than  last  year,  and  the  crop  has  been  of  very  inferior  quality 
none  o±  it  being  suitable  for  export . 

_      The  Austrian  apple  crop,  first  reported  short  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  on  the  13th  of  June,  is  now  nearly  ail  consumed,  according  to 
*•  Eaas*    0nl<v  a  sraa11  quantity  in  Styria,  in  southern  Austria,  is  still 
available  for  consumption  in  Austrian  markets.    The  shortage  in  the  soopiy 
has  resulted  in  prices  materially  higher  than  those  prevailing  last  year. 
Apple  prices  in  Vienna  overage  from  30  to  50  per  cent  above  those  prevailing 
a  year  ago,  with  wholesale  prices  of  first  quality  Tyrolian  apples  being 
quoted  on  November  20  at  the  equivalent  of  12.5  to  15  cents  per  pound, 
second  quality  fruit  sold  for  it  to  12.5  cents  per  pound. 

Austria  usually  experts  a  large  quantity  of  apples,  particularly  in 
-he  early  part  of  the  season,  with  the  bulk  of  her  shipments  going  to 
Germany.    This  season,  however,  exports  have  amounted  to  only  a  few  thousand 
bushels,  and  Austria  mrj  even  offer  a  market  for  foreign  grown  fruit.  With 
all  neighboring  apple  producing  countries  reporting  short  crops,  some 
American  fruit  will  undoubtedly  be  imported,  although  probably  not  a  large 
amount . 


The  1925  apple  crop  in  the  Bolzano  and  Merano  districts  in  the 
Italian  Tyrol  is  estimated  at  only  about  400,000  bushels,  as  compared  with 
a  crop  in  1924  of  approximately  1,500,000  bushels,  according  to  Agricultur- 
al Commissioner  Haas,  quoting  trade  estimates  prevailing  in  the  Tyrol. 
This  inf ormation  confirms  all  previous  reports  cf  a  short  crop  in  this 
region.    The  average  quality  in  the  section,  as  a  whole,  :s  inferior  to 
that  of  last  year.    It  is  also  said  that  in  only  a  few  sections  of  the 
Italian  Tyrol  is  the  crop  of  a  quality  suitable  for  trade.    Prices  are  high,
